. Ham Fisher, the carto o nist, bribed me into 
writing abo ut his character, “Jo e Palo o ka.” by in­ 
tro ducing me to o ne o f the mo st beautiful and 
w ittiest wo men I have met in many years. 
Thus, 
I find myself guilty o f asso ciatio n with a carto o n­ 
ist, which is cro ssing the line fo r a writer, o r vice 
versa, depending upo n which side o f the line o ne 
o riginally sto o d. 
Co nsidering that the lady at is­ 
sue ‘is the ^ife o f a publisher fo r who m “Jo e 
Palo o ka” and I slave, to say no thing o f Ham 
Fisher, it was indeed giving no t the apple but Eve 
herself to a bewildered Adam. The asso ciatio n was 
no t o ne o f guilt but o f charm. 
Few instances o f guilt by asso ciatio n are o f% 
this nature. 
Mo st such accusatio ns arise fro m 
erro rs o f co mmissio n. Fo r instance, there is usual­ 
ly an o bjectio n to accusing a so -called naive per­ 
so n, a pro fesso r in a co llege, o r a w riter, o r a 
philo so pher, o f a preference fo r Co mmunists mere­ 
ly because he jo ins the Co mmunists in their ef­ 
fo rts to destro y America. 
The excuse is o ften 
given that these inno cent perso ns did what they 
did because they did no t then kno w what they 
kno w no w.

This stereo type explanatio n is hard to accept, 
particularly when tho se who seek to paint them ­ 
selves as simple children in a dark wo o ds are, fo r 
business reaso ns, pro fesso rs in o ur universities 
pro fo undly discussing intricate and erudite to pics, 
writers o f bo o ks, magazine and newspaper articles 
and mo tio n pictures, clergymen, acto rs, and mu­ 
sicians, astro no mers, philo so phers and po ets. They 
clemand reco gnitio n as simpleto ns in their po liti­ 
cal activities.

A g reat 
deal o f the credit fo r that sy stem must g o to 
Ho race Mann, educato r and statesman, who 
spent his who le life fig hting fo r the cause o f 
public educatio n. 
Mann first wo n pro minence as an atto r­ 
ney and a po litician in Massachusetts. He

o f the Massachusetts Bo ard o f Educatio n. 
In 18 39 he fo unded the first public no rmal 
scho o l in the United States. As edito r o f 
the Co mmo n Scho o l J o urnal he spread his 
ideas thro ug h the land.

Just a few years ago we learned fro m the Yale 
Scho o l fo r Study o f Alco ho l and Alco ho lism that 
there was so mething lacking in the co nstitutio n o r 
make-up o f the alco ho lic that caused him to so 
greatly feel the need fo r alco ho l that it came first 
in his life. That this lack in the alco ho lic’s make-up 
may be due to no t getting eno ugh o f certain fo o d­ 
stuffs is no w’ stated by Dr. Ro ger J. Williams o f 
the Bio chemical Institute, University o f Texas, in 
his bo o k “Nutritio n and Alco ho lism.” 
While the m ajo rity o f individuals are guided 
by their appetites as to the pro per fo o ds and 
amo unts o f these fo o ds to eat, it appears that this 
is no t true o f many peo ple, including alco ho lics. 
“In animal experiments rats were given a cho ice 
betw een w ater and 10 per cent alco ho l. So me drank 
heavily, o thers were teeto talers. When these ani­ 
mals were placed o n marginal diets, lacking suf­ 
ficient amo unts o f vario us B vitamins, the differ­ 
ences disappeared and all animals co nsumed alco ­ 
ho l at a fairly high level. The co nsumptio n o f 
alco ho l dro pped writh abundant diets. 
Alco ho lic, 
vitamin-deficient rats do sed with the vitamins they 
lacked, ceased to drink as lo ng as the missing ele­ 
ments were supplied. 
Dr. Williams believes that in alco ho lism the 
nutritive o r fo o d requirements are influenced by 
heredity. 
The heredity trait 
wfcich predispo ses 
to ward alco ho lism is the po ssessio n o f unusually 
high requirements* fo r certain fo o d elements. If 
they do no t get these fo o d elements required, then 
they turn to alco ho l. Ho wever, “if the individual 
with this heredity facto r in his make-up is able 
to get—by any available means—plenty o f all the 
nutritio nal elements he needs, then the disease, 
alco ho lism, do es no t appear and the hereditary trait, 
which o therwise wo uld be damaging, is co mpletely 
o verco me. 
W hat are the fo o d elements which alco ho lics 
lack and so turn to alco ho l? 
Dr. Williams states that it is the vario us B 
vitamins that are lacking in the diets o f alco ho lics, 
that is, their particular co nstitutio n o r make-up 
calls fo r a high quantity and quality o f the B v ita­ 
mins. Fo o ds rich in B vitamins are: almo nds, green 
asparagus, baco n, who le w’heat bread, butter, car­ 
ro ts, sweet canned co rn, “greens,” ham, beef liver, 
malted milk, parsnips, peanuts, peas, dried prunes, 
spinach, wheat germ, yeast.

MONUMENT FOR MANN 
The United States could never have 
reached the position it has in the world with­ 
out its system of public education. A great 
deal of the credit for that system must go to 
Horace Mann, educator and statesman, who 
spent his whole life fighting for the cause of 
public education. 
Mann first won prominence as an attor­ 
ney and a politician in Massachusetts. He 
left his political career to become secretary 
of the Massachusetts Board of Education. 
In 1839 he founded the first public normal 
school in the United States. As editor of 
the Common School Journal he spread his 
ideas through the land. 
His birthday is celebrated on May 4. 
T!ann won a place in the Hall of Fame in 
1900. But his true monument is in the thou-

However, “if the individual 
with this heredity factor in his make-up is able 
to get—by any available mcans—plenty of all the 
nutritional elements he needs, then the disease, 
alcoholism, docs not appear and the hereditary trait, 
which otherwise would be damaging, is completely 
overcome. 
What are the food elements which alcoholics 
lack and so turn to alcohol? 
Dr. Williams states that it is thc various B 
vitamins that are lacking in the diets of alcoholics, 
that is, their particular constitution or make-up 
calls for a high quantity and quality of the B vita­ 
mins. Foods rich in B vitamins are: almonds, green 
asparagus, bacon, whole wheat broad, butter, car­ 
rots, sweet canned corn, “greens,” ham. beef liver, 
malted milk, parsnips, peanuts, peas, dried prunes, 
spinach, wheat germ, yeast.

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Mead House Ready Hostelry Where Presidents and Oilier Notables W ere Guests Taft Would Back 


For 87th Season 
Opening May 30th 


Woodstock, April 30—When the 
Mead Mountain House opens May 
30, it will begin its 87th consecu- j 
tive season as a resort. As ev i-' 
denee that it was a summer haven 
for celebrities long before this 
village began to gam fame as an 
art colony, the impressive leather- 
bound register, dating from 1865, 
bears the signature of President 
Ulyssess S. Grant, ^jpd may still 
be viewed there by visitors. 
No doubt the impression exists 
that when the first artist group 
came to Woodstock, shortly after 
the turn of the century, primarily 
in search of landscape material, 
that it was a land of open fields, 
simple farmhouses, red barns and 
colorful mountains 
which indeed 
it was. In the year 1873, however, 
when Grant’s signature appears 
for the first time, such painters as 
Renoir and 
Monet 
might 
have 
found in the post-Civil War at­ 
mosphere of Mead’s, likely sub­ 
jects for their genre. 
Driving up 
to the Mountain House in a car­ 
riage drawn by a team of four 
horses, topping the rise that levels 
out to easily sloping meadows, the 
French impressionists would have 
discovered a scene of quiet ele­ 
gance. an inviting house set above 
a placid lake. Near the shore in 
one of the small 
boats drifting 
leisurely there might be sitting 
two ladies, in bustles and ruffles 
and pastels colors, sedately hold­ 
ing parasols ta shade their com­ 
plexions. Or a 
group 
might 
be 
glimpsed on the croquet lawn or 
tennis court. 
Three Generations Hosts 
Since 1866, three generations of 
Meads have been hosts to a wide 
variety of summer visitors, and a 
fourth generation grew' up there. 
Both the farm 
house and road 
were built 
in 1865 by George 
Mead, who originally came from 
Ridgefield. Conn. For a time he 
ran a silver-plating business 
in 
Kingston, but ailing health forced 
him to change hi9 mode of life 
and he moved his family to his 
mountain-side 
farm. 
The 
wide 
meadows were home to his horses, 
cows, chickens and pigs. 
As any new’ country home own­ 
er soon discovers, the guests soon 
followed. 
Consequently, a room 
was added here, a porch there, un­ 
til finally the small house rose to 
three stories, the large back wing 
was 
added 
and 
the 
spacious 
porches extended. Over the years 
it achieved the gracious, rambling 
proportions that are its distinction 
today. 
To meet his guests who came 
up from New’ York, George Mead 
had to drive his carriage down to 
the Rondout, where v i s i t o r s 
crossed on the ferry, since neither 
the West Shore nor the Ulster and 
Delaware railroads had yet been 
constructed. Not long ago, a man 
came to Mead’s and told Captain 
Sava Milo, who bought the Moun­ 
tain House in 1948. that his grand­ 
father had several times driven 
Grant up from Kingston. On these 
excursions. Grant was usually ac­ 
companied 
by 
General 
George 
Henry Sharp, of Kingston, who 
was on Grant’s personal staff dur­ 
ing the Civil War. 
Sharp’s home 
was 
the 
large 
brick 
mansion 
which is now’ the annex to the 
Governor Clinton Hotel. 
Went There as Bride 
Upon George Mead’s death in 
1905, his son William took over 
the management* and was assisted 
by his wife Annie who is now liv­ 
ing in Bearsville with her son-in- 
law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
Joseph Hutty. When William died 
in 1913, Artnie Mead ran the place

“went up there as a bride and 
stayed for 65 years.”

The Natio nal League info rmatio n bureau has released a memo ­ 
randum that sho uld clarify many questio ns that puzzle the av erage 
baseball fan. 
Written in ev ery day language, the circular deals with such 
po pular items as the fraternizatio n rule, night games, suspended 
games, batting o rder, failure o f lights and o ther pro blems that are 
ro utine in majo r league ball. 
But y o u’d be surprised ho w few fans 
kno w all the answers.- 
For instance, the so-called no-fraternizing ru le is directed at play ­ 
ers fraternizing with opposition play ers and not so mu ch to play ers 
conv ersing with acq u aintances or home town fans. 
If, of cou rse, it 
detracts frnm his practice, it shou ld be dealt with by the manager. 
No one in tu iiform shou ld do any au tographing du ring the progress 
of a game, and play ers shou ld av oid conv ersation with fans du ring 
the game. 
The game shou ld consu me all his attention and effort. 
With respect to night games, no ne can be scheduled o n Sun­ 
day , and by the same reaso ning, no lights are to be turned o n o n 
Sunday to co mplete a day game. This applies to all parks. Lights 
may be turned o n to co mplete day games o n day s o ther than 
Sunday . 
So far as po ssible, lights sho uld be turned o n at the 
start o f an inning, but may be turned o n at any time. 
The um- 
$ 
pire-in-chief is the so le autho rity .to determine when lights shall 
be turned o n to co mplete a game started in day light. 
No inning 
o f any niglit game shall be started after 12 :5 0 a. m. (prev ailing 
time) but the inning o nce started, must be co mpleted. 
No night games can continu e after 11:59 p. m. (prev ailing time) 
on Satu rday night in New York , Brook ly n. Boston, Philadelphia or 
Pittsbu rgh. 
The Pennsy lv ania Blu e Laws prescribe that Su nday 
games in Pittsbu rgh and Philadelphia cannot continu e after 6:59 p. m. 
The ru le on su spended games states that it, in a regu lar contest, 
nine innings hav e not been completed, or if nine innings hav e been 
completed with the score tied, and it is necessary to call the game 
becau se of cu rfew, time limit or failu re of lights, the game continu es 
u ntil the actu al time set for calling the game and if no team shall 
hav e won, in accordance with Ru le 4 (10 c) it shall be considered a 
su spended game. 
Suspended games are co nsidered a co ntinuatio n o f the game 
suspended and shall he play ed o ff beginning at the po int o f sus­ 
pensio n o n the date o f and preceding the nex t scheduled single 
game, between the same clubs, o n the same field and so far as 
po ssible, with the same lineup and batting o rder, ex cept pitchers. 
Suspended games do no t co unt in the league’s standing until 
co mpleted. 
In the ev ent o f a tempo rary failure o f lights while a ball is 
in flight o r a play in pro cess, the umpire will immediately call 
time and when the lights are turned o n again and play is re­ 
sumed, the batter and all runners shall return to the last base 
to uched by them at the time o f suspensio n. Sho uld the batter be 
co mpelled to return to the batter’s bo x , he shall assume the co unt 
o f balls and strikes, if any , that prev ailed at the time o f suspen­ 
sio n. 
Another statem ent clarifies the dou bleheader statu s and the au ­ 
thority of the home clu b. If two games are schedu led for one admis­ 
sion, the first game of the dou blehrader shall be completed before th e ; 
second game is started. The calling off of the first game au to­ 
matically cancels the second game. Umpires are to be the sole ju dges 1 
of the fitness of the field for resu ming play , once time has been called 
becau se of w eather conditions. 
The ho me club is the so le judge as to whether o r no t a game 
shall start. 
Once the batting o rder is handed to the umpire, the 
ho me club ceases to hav e any autho rity as to the co ntinuatio n o f 
play . 
The latter rule recalls a bizarre incident inv o lv ing the 19 4 7 
Kingsto n Do dgers. 
Paul Tay lo r, the club business manager, was 
feuding with the umps when an unex pected sho wer descended o n 
municipal stadium just befo re the start o f a No rth Atlantic 
League co ntest. 
The downpou r did heav y damage bu t Tay lor insisted the diamond 
was in good enou gh shape to start the game. The u mps were eq u ally 
insistent that it wasn’t. So the lineu ps were ex changed at home plate 
and the u su al pre-game annou ncements made ov er the PA sy stem.
